If every man who owes anything 


would use his best endeavor to pay at 
least a portion, however small, of that 
debt, the result would work miracles in 
the way of relieving many who are ac 
tually suffering because they cannot 
get that which is honestly due them.

Tom owes Dick three dollars. Dick 


>owcs Harry two dollars, and Harry owes 
Tom two dollars.

If you can't do that, pay as 


much of the dun as you can, and the 
vest aa soon as you can. It will ease 
up ftvcrybody amazingly.' If one dol- 
lar will pay a debt of seven dollars 
owed among three, it may be made to 
p:iy hundreds among the members of 
a community like this. Let's try i'l.

was recitation, now plaintive, now im- 
passioned, and, in the case of one char- 
acter, jocose; but the perpetual motion 
of the players, who move rythmically 
about the stage all the time, grows 
somewhat monotonous to the foreigner 
accustomed to more lively action.

audience, however, seemed thorougly to 
enter into the spirit of the piece, and 
appreciated the jokes keenly.

the entr'actes the Arab band played the 
wild di.-ieordant music with which all 
eastern travelers are 
familiar, and 


which is to be heard any day in the 
cafes and gardens of the city. The bal- 
let was of the tamest description, and 
consisted of the most wearisome repeti- 
tion of little steps.

spect strictly proper, and was danced 
by the youths who represented

succeed, and, on the whole, was a pleas- 


ing, 
if slightly dull, performance.
